Hamonion, Jan. 4.—Automobile: li- 

ecenses -in Alberta go back’ for -1932' to 
their former price, an advance of-$5 
over last years’ rate.

MARRIAGE AND A CAREER 


(By Dr. H. E. Smith, University  o9f 
Alberta) 

Has the glamor of economic inde- 
pendence checked the desire of the 
modern girl for marriage and for chil- 
dren? So many conflicting opinions 
have been expressed regarding this 
question that it is refreshing to come 
upon some first-hand information. 
Phyllis Blanchard of the Philadelpnia 
Child Guidance Clinic has reported on 
the questionnaire replies of 252 young 
women, most of them between the 
ages of eighteen and twenty-three, 
and all of them of average or superior 
intelligence acccrding to their educa- 
tional histories. A majority register- 
tered an opinion in favor of marrying 
and having children as.opposed to a 
working career... Eighty-two per cent 
were sure that marriage was-most de- 
irable, while only 13:per cent. prefer- 
‘red a career to. marriage.

BUFFALO INCREASE 


IN. CANADIAN PARK! 


A century ago the buffalo “roamed 
the great plains of Central America in 
uncounted millions. There arg -re- 
cords of them massed fifty miles deep 
on a front of twenty-five miles in the 
days before the white. men came. 
Their destruction before the west- 
ward-rolling wave of settlement is 
one of the great tragedies of the ani- 
mal world; in 1870 they were still 
plentiful; in 1880 they were be- 
coming scarce; at hte turn of the 
century there was no wild buffalo 
in existence save in a small herd 
wwhich:-had its feeding grounds in that 
‘inaccessible country south of Great 
Slave’ Lake in the sub-Arctic. 


“That the species is not ‘now extinct 
‘probably is due to the’ efforts of the 
Canadian Government. Nearly sixty 
é captured four 
young buffalo calves in what now is 
Southern Alberta, and they came in- 
to the possession of a mission settle- 
ment. The herd grew and presently 
part of it was acquired by a half- 
breed Indian in Montana, where it 
continued to multiply until in 1906 
the settlement of that state forced 
its dispersion. The Dominion Govern- 
ment bought 716 of the animals and 
created for them a national park at 
Wainwright, Alberta, where a stout 
steel fence 95 miles long encloses 
195 square miles of land.

“EIGHTEEN BIRD SPECIES 
OBSERVED ON XMAS CENSUS 
The regular Christmas Bird Census 
was taken this year by local bird 
students and a total of 18 species and 
approximately 222 individuals was re_ 
corded. The trip was taken by seven 
enthusiasts and covered the country 
between Camrose and Battle _ River, 
and thence to the mouth of Silver 
Creek and along its banks for several 
miles. The census was taken on‘ Sat- 
urday, December 26th. For many 
years this census has been taken dur- 
ing Christmas week in all parts of 
the United States and Canada, and 
from the returns ‘obtained a general 
idea can be gained of the winter bird 
population on the continent.
